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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "or the like", both occurrences, renders the claim 
indefinite because the claim includes elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or 
the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
Also, in claim 1 it is not clear what "each of them", 3 rd line from the bottom, and the term "it", 
last line, refers to. 

In claim 2, "the holes" has no antecedent basis as least on hole is previously set forth. 
The terms are contradictory in scope. Holes implying more than one which is not necessarily at 
least one. 

In claims 3 and 4, "the end edge" has no antecedent basis as end edges are previously set 

forth. 

The examiner's reviewing authority has stated that the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 requires a claim to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as his or her invention. Under In re Hammack, 166 USPQ 204 (CCPA 1970) 
and In re Moore, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1971), claims must be analyzed to determine their 
metes and bounds so that it is clear from the claim language what subject matter the claims 
encompass. This analysis must be performed in light of the applicable prior art and the 
disclosure. The definiteness of the claims is important to allow others who wish to enter the 
market place to ascertain the boundaries of protection that are provided by the claims. Ex parte 
Kristensen, 10 USPQ 2d 1701, 1703 (PTO Bd. Pat. App. & Intf. 1989). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

REPLY BY APPLICANT OR PATENT OWNER TO THIS OFFICE ACTION

amendments made to the disclosure. See MPEP 2163.06 11(A), MPEP 2163.06 and MPEP 
714.02. The "disclosure" includes the claims, the specification and the drawings. 

If no amendments are made to claims as applicant or patent owner believes the claims are 
patentable without further modification, the reply must distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the examiner 's action and must respond to every ground of objection and 
rejection in the prior Office Action in the same vain as given above, 37 CFR 1.111 (b) & (c), 
M.P.E.P. 714.02. 

The examiner also points out, due to the change in practice as affecting final rejections, 
older decisions on questions of prematureness of final rejection or admission of subsequent 
amendments do not necessarily reflect present practice. "Under present practice, second or any 
subsequent actions on the merits shall be final , except where the examiner introduces a new 
ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor based 
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on information submitted in an information disclosure statement filed during the period set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.97(c)" (emphasis mine), see MPEP 706.07(a).
